I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  and  Borough 
of  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  year  ended  30th  June ,1937. 

In  general  the  health  of  the  borough  has  been 
very  satisfactory  and  infectious  disease  rates  have  been  low. 

The  only  infectious  disease  which  has  been  unduly  prevalent  is 
tuberculosis  in  its  various  forms ?  and  this  is  engaging  the  active 
attention  of  the  department.  Unfortunately  the  same  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs  cannot  be  said  to  exist  in  regard  to  housing  - 
there  is  a  serious  shortage  of  hygienic  housing  accommodation  for 
the  poor  of  all  races.  Very  little  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  way  of  improving  slum  conditions  and  certain  areas  remain  a 
menace  to  the  community. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  that  the 
routine  work  of  the  department  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level 
throughout  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  my  staff  for 
their  willing  and  enthusiastic  co-operation  in  maintaining  this 
high  standard  of  efficiency.  To  the  clerical  staff  particularly 

I  wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  tireless  manner  in 
which  they  have  worked  under  high  pressure  and  frequently  long 
beyond  office  hours  in  their  endeavour  to  deal  with  the  constantly 
increasing  work  of  the  department. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  support  readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

.  ^be  European  birth  rate  again  shows  a  slight 

increase  to^  17.69  births  per  1,000  of  population.  The  Native 
has  risen  to  16.28  and  this  increase  is  probably"  ~ 
associated  with  more  complete  notification.  The  Coloured 
birth  rate  has  risen  to  45.33  and  the  Indian  rate  has  increased 
slightly  to  30.11  .  Among'  Europeans  there  were  372  births  of 
which  exactly  half  were  males. 


DEATHS.  (Pages  5-7) 

The  European  crude  death  rate  has  risen  slightly 
to  8.56.  It  is  5  however  j  interesting”  to’  note  that  37.2%  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  Native  death  rate  and  the  Coloured  rate  both 
rose  slightly ?  to  14.22  and  18.85  respectively,  while  the  Indian 
death  rate  fell  to  14.24  .  The  death  rate  for  all  races 

was  11.75  as  compared  with  11.7  last  year.

These  figures  show  how  much  better  the  expectation 
Of  life  is  for  Europeans  than  for  the  other  classes  of  the 
community*  Europeans  are  more  likely  to  survive  until  the 
later  decades  and  the  following  table  indicates  that  the  diseases

There  were  187  notifications  of  infectious  disease, 
this  figure  is  considerably  less  than  it  has  been  in  recent  years. 
The  incidence  of  the  various  diseases  is  shown  in  the  table  on 
page  45  9  and  the  individual  diseases  are  discussed- under  the 
appropriate  headings. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  (Page  48) 

This  is  used  for  both  Europeans  and  non- Europeans 
and  infectious  diseases  other  than  venereal  disease ,  tuberculosis 
and  typhoid,  are  accommodated.  There  have  been  18  European  and 
4  non- European  beds,  but  the  recent  opening  of  the  new  nurses’ 
home  has  released  certain  rooms  previously  occupied  by  nurses  for  use 
as  patients’  accommodation.  Certain  structural  alterations 
are  being  effected  and  a  re-allocation  of  accommodation  is  to  be 
made,  providing  more  beds  for  Natives. 


Admissions  at  the  Hospital  have  fluctuated  very 
considerably.  At  one  time  there  was  only  one  patient,  whereas  at 
other  times  the  numbers  rose  to  24.  This  fluctuation  makes  the 
general  administration  of  the  hospital  difficult. 


Altogether  183  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  129  Borough  and  54  Out- of -Borough.  Figures  for  the  previous 

three  years  were  1933-1934  ;  154 3  1934-1935  :  163 5  1935—1936  :  166. 


Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
staffing  this  institution  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  staff 
will  prove  permanent  and  adequate.  The  new  nurses'  home  is  now 
in  use  and  this  will  greatly  'increase  the  comfort  of  the  staff 


Cases  of  tuberculosis  and  typhoid  are  provided 
for  at  Grey’s  Hospital, -the  Provincial  Hospital.  In-patient  treatment 
for  venereal  disease  is  provided  at  the_ Epidemic  Hospital . for 
non-Europeans ,  while  the  rare  cases  of  Europeans  needing  in- 
patient  treatment  are  sent  to  Addington  Hospital,  Durban,  if  they 
are  men,  and  to  Grey's  Hospital  if  they  are  women  or  children.

Of  these  cases  2  were  definitely 
imported  and  at  least  2  others  were 
probably  imported*  Three  occurred 
in  one  house  in  the  Native  Village 
and  were  apparently  caused  by  a 
carrier.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
others  were  in  people  living  under 
unsatisfactory  hygienic  conditions. 
There  was  only  one  death,  a  Coloured 
man  who  died  in  October , 1936.

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(9)  TUBERCULOSIS .  (Pages  38-39) 

Tuberculosis  in  its  various  forms ,  presents  one  of 
our  major  problems.  93  cases  were  notified ,  of  "which  82  were  non- 
Europeans.  • 


The  figures  show  that  among  all  sections  of  the  non- 
European  community  tuberculosis  is  far  more  prevalent  than  any 
other  notifiable  disease ,  in  fact  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  alone  form  considerably  more  than  half  of  all  notifi¬ 
cations  among  the  non- Europeans •  The  tuberculosis  clinic  and 
the  work  oi  the  health  visitors  both  tend  to  ensure  that  cases  are 
notified  early  and  it  is  probable  that  notification  of  tuberculosis 
is  becoming  much  more  complete.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department 

to  ensure  that  as  far  as  possible  all  cases  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  in  a  communicable  form  are  treated  in  hospital  or 
otherwise  isolated,  and  hospitalization  of  infectious  cases  has  been 
more  complete  than  it  was  in  previous  years. 

That  Tuberculosis  is  a  major  cause  of  death  among 
the  non- Europeans  is  shown  by  the  following  figures  ;-

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic.  (Page  46) 

This  Clinic  continues  to  serve  a  very  useful 
function.  The  routine  examination  of  all  contacts  of  every  case 
of  tuberculosis  notified  is  one  of  the  most  important  steps  in 
detecting  early  cases  and  so  preventing  the  development  and  spread 
of  the  disease.  During  the  year  there  were  2307  attendances 

at  the  clinic  while  3059  visits  were  made  to  tuberculotics  and 
contacts  in  their  homes . 

Although  this  department  is  doing  all  in  its  power 
to  try  to  combat  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,  there  is  another 
important  aspect  of  the  problem.  It  is  a  platitude  to  say  that 
Tuberculosis  and  bad  living  conditions  go  .hand  in  hand,  and  so 
long  as  the  miserable  conditions  under  which  a  considerable  pro¬ 
portion  of  our  non- European  community  live  are  allowed  to  continue, 
so  long  will  the  work  of  this  department  in  trying  to  combat 
tuberculosis  be  largely  nullified.  Until  the  housing  problem 
of  the  sub-economic  class  is  effectively  .settled  it  cannot  be 
legitimately  claimed  that  the  tuberculosis  problem  has  been 
adequately  tackled. 


(4)  VENEREAL  DISEASE .  (Page  47) 

The  treatment  of  venereal  disease,  both  at  the . 
clinics  and  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital  has  formed  one  of  the  major 
functions  of  the  department.

(5)  PLAGUE. 


No  case  of  Plague  occurred  in  this  locality 
during  the  year.  The  control  and  destruction  of  rodents  lias 

received  the  continuous  attention  of  the  department.  Steps  are 

taken  to  ensure  that  food  stores  are  rendered  rodent  proof  and  that 
the  necessary  action  is  taken  to  prevent  rodent  infestation.  The 
advice  and  help  of  the  department  is  frequently  given  in  this 
connection  and  also  in  connection  with  rodent  destruction.  Active 
anti-rodent  measures  are  also  carried  out  in  the  more  outlying 
parts  of  the  borough,  such  as  the  vacant  land  adjacent  to  the 
various  spruits.  During  the  winter  months  of  1937  3  an  intensive 
anti-rodent  campaign  was  carried  on  in  these  areas. 


( 6 )  OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES  < 


(1)  MALARIA  infections  have  been  conspicuous  by  their 

absence.  No  malaria  vectors  were  discovered 
either  in  the  borough  or  the  adjacent  areas 
and  no  fresh  infections  occurred  here.  Three 
cases  were  notified,  but  they  were  all 
infected  outside  the  Borough,  one  in  the 
Kruger  National  Park  and  the  other  two  in 
Zulu la nd . 

The  control  of  the  adjacent  areas  for  the 
Government  was  undertaken  by  this  department 
as  in  previous  years.  As  Anopheles  gambiae 
did  not  make  their  appearance  at  all  this 
season  the  anti-malarial  work  consisted  of 
watching  for  this  vector  both  in  its  larval 
and  its  adult  form.  An  intensive  search  both 
for  larvae  and  for  adults  (by  check  spraying 
of  dwellings)  was  carried  out  throughout  the 

season.

(IV)  WHOOPING  COUGH  was  a  serious  cause  of  death  among

Twenty- one  cases  with  chest 
complications  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  of  these  11  came 
from  out  of  the  Borough. 


(7)  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  is  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer's  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming 
from  hilly  country  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Town.  _  .From  the 
Storage  bam  at  Henley  the  water  is  piped  to  the  purification 
works ,  where  it  is  treated  with  lime  and  alumina-ferric  before 
filtration.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chlorinated  before 
being  distributed  to  the  4  service  reservoirs. 


The  supply  from  each  of  the  service  reservoirs 
has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  month  at  the  department's 
laboratory.  The  results  have  in  general  been  very  satisiactory 
but  during  February ,  1937 ,  the  Zwartkop  Road  reservoir  was  found 
to  be  contaminated.  The  City  Engineer  s  department  dealt 

with  the  matter  by  the  additional  chlorination  of  die  water  and 
the  cleaning  of  the  various  tanks .  Attention  was  then  drawn 
to  the  necessity  for  the  more  adequate  protection  oi  this 
reservoir  and  this  warning  must  now  be  repeated.

T^e  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the 
hands  of. the  City  Engineer.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  and 
suburbs . is  served  by  water  borne  sewage ,  although  the  conservancy 
system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  parts.  Disposal 
is  on  the  sewage  farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town 
where  broad  irrigation  is  carried  out  and  the  material  removed 
by  the  conservancy  system  is  trenched. 

From  the  Public  Health  Department  189 
Notices  calling  upon  householders  to  provide  approved  refuse 
bins  were  issued  during  the  year  and  these  have  all  been 
followed  up  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 


(9)  MEAT_SOPPLIES  .  (pages  53-54) 


All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the 
Municipal  Abattoir ,  which  is  under  the  direct  control  of  this 
department.  Butchers’  shops  are  periodically  inspected  to 
ensure  that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not 
bear  the  Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale.  56  inspections  of 
butchers'  shops  were  made.

Slaughtering. 

During  the  year  humane  killers  have  been  used 
for  the  slaughtering  of  all  animals  except  those  slaughtered  under 
religious  rites,  the  Schermer  Killer  for  cattle  and  the  Cash  Killer 
for  pigs,  sheep  and  calves. 

The  two  stunning  pens  have  been  in  daily  use 
and  have  continued  to  give  entire  satisfaction. 

A  "Locwil"  stunning  and  casting  pen  was 
installed  during  the  year  for  the  ritual  slaughter  of  cattle,  and 
this  is  functioning  satisfactorily. 


(10)  MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  mi  11c  supply  has  been  carefully  controlled 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  derived  from  91  producer-distributors, 
of  whom  59  are  in  the  borough  and  32  outside.  In  addition  to 

these  there  are  30  producers  who  send  their  mi  11c  to  the  two 
pasteurization  plants  from  where  it  is  distributed  after  pasteuri¬ 
zation.  All  these  dairymen  are  registered  with  this 

department  and  their  premises  are  inspected. 


The  allocation  of  one  inspector  to  the  duties 
of  full  time  dairy  inspector  and  the  application  of  the  new  dairy 
by-laws  has  resulted  in  very  material  general  improvement  in^ 
dairying  conditions,  and  the  quality  of  the .millc  supply,  as  indicated 
by  bacteriological  tests,  has  shown  marked  improvement. 


The  application  of  the  dairy 'by-laws  has^ 
revealed  certain  weaknesses  and  difficulties  and  it  is  felt  that 
further  amendments  are  necessary.  Much  thought  has  been 
to  these  suggested  amendments  which  are 
side ration.

Food  and  Drugs  Act .

The  Coloured  infantile  mortality  rate  has 
fallen  very  markedly  to  69.3  —  the  remark  made  'in  connection  with 
the  European  rate  however,  applies  here  to  an  even  greater  degree 
as  the  numbers  concerned  are  very  small. 

The  Indian  rate  has  fallen  to  100.77 

The  Native  infantile  mortality  rate  is  quite 
unreliable  owing  to  the  incomplete  registration  of  Native  births. 
An  endeavour  is  being  made  by  this  department  to  follow  up  all 
Native  births  that  are  heard  of  and  it  has  therefore  been  thought 
worth  while  to  record  the  infantile  mortality  figure  arrived  at, 
which  is  303.03  . 

The  main  causes  of  infantile  mortality  in  the 
different  races  are  shown  on  pages  36  and  37. 


If  will  be  seen  that  the  bowel  infections 
take  a  much  greater  toll  of  infant  life  among  the  non-Europeans 
than  they  do  among  the  Europeans.  This  can  be  ascribed  to 

some  extent  to  lack  of  knowledge  of  ordinary  hygiene  but  also  to 
a  very  considerable  degree  tc  the  cramped  ancl  insanitary  conditions 
under  which  a  great  many  of  these  people  live.  Until  these 
conditions  are  improved  the  struggle  against  bowel  infections  and 
chest  diseases  will  remain  an  uphill  task. 

The  various  Child  "welfare  Clinics  continue  to 
be  well  attended,  as  shown  by  the  following  figures

The  educational  value  of  these  clinics  seems 
to  have  become  widely  appreciated. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  another  Indian

Maternal  Mortality.  (Page  4) 

In  considering  the  maternal  mortality  rate  it 
should  be  remembered  that  we  are  dealing  with  very  small  figures 
and  that  therefore  no  conclusions  can  be  drawn  except  over  a  number 
of  years.  For  what  they  are  worth  the  figures  indicate^  a 

satisfactory  state  of  affairs  for  Europeans,  but  for  all  other 
races  the  figure  is  too  high.

As 
a  large  proportion  of  the  women  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic 
at  Grey's  Hospital  are  attended  in  their  confinements  by  the 
midwives  and  pupil  midwives  of  the  Hospital,  it  was  felt  that 
more  continuity  of  treatment  would  be  obtained  if  the  ante-natal 
clinics  were  staffed  by  these  midwives.  Ihe  ante-natal  clinic 
was  accordingly  taken  over  by  Grey‘s  Hospital  on  September  1st. 
1936,  and  clinics  are  held  regularly  for  all  races .

Nursing  Homes.  Eight  visits  were  made  to  the 

various  nursing  homes  for  purposes  of  inspection  . 

Complaints  from  Burgesses.  199  complaints  were 
received  and  attended  to  during  the  year. 

Medical  Examination  of  Natives  A  total  of 
12,699  Native  males  was~examined  at  the  Togt  Office.  Of  these 
144  (1.1%)  were  rejected  for  venereal  disease,  51  (  0.4%)  were 
rejected  for  other  conditions  while  64  (0.5%)  were  referred  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  for  further  investigation. 


The  examination  of  Native  females  is  voluntary, 
but  the  Native  Nurse  is  present  every  Thursday  at  noon  'when  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  examines  any  females  who 
may  present  themselves.  56  such  women  were  examined,  10  (17.8%) 
were  found  to  be  unfit,  of  whom  9  (16.0%)  were  suffering  with 
venereal  disease  and  1  with  tuberculosis .  It  is  considered 

that  the  high  proportion  of  females  found  to  be  suffering  from 
venereal  disease  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  these 
women  are  sometimes  only  sent  for  examination  because  they  are 
suspected  of  having  venereal  disease.

No  health  report  on  Pietermaritzburg  would  be 
complete  without  reference  to  this  problem.  A  very  considerable 
"black  belt"  has  grown  up  just  outside  our  boundaries,  the  areas 
of  Edendale  and  Sutherlands  to  our  south-west  and  the  more  recent 
settlement  at  Cremorne  to  our  North-East  are  all  areas  which 
have  recently  become  populated  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree 
and  without  any  adequate  supervision.  The  lack  of

proper  health  control  of  these  areas  constitutes  a  danger  to 
the  inhabitants  and  as  there  is  constant  traffic  between  them 
and  Pietermaritzburg 5  there  is  consequently  a  potential  source 
of  danger  to  the  public  health  of  this  City. 

‘There  is  no  doubt  that  the  lack  of  sufficient 
anci  proper  housing  facilities  for  the  poor  of  all  races  tends 
towards  the  growth  of  this  black  belt  on  our  borders . 

Until  such  time  as  some  adequate  form  of  public 
health  control  of  these  areas  is  exercised,  either  by  this 
department  or  by  some  other  authority,  they  will  remain  a 
constant  menace  to  the  health  of  Pietermaritzburg. 


1936-1937 
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Tne  housing  conditions  of  a  considerable  pro¬ 
portion  of  u'C  non- Europe  an  and  also  of  the  poorest  section 
of  the  European  community  are  unsatisfactory.  There  are 
extensive  localities  such  as  Camp  Drift,  Maryvale  and  Hat-horn’ s 
Hill  apart  from  numerous  scattered  barracks  and  houses  in  other 
parts  of  the  borough,  where  considerable  numbers  of  people  are 
living  in  overcrowded  and  insanitary  conditions  which  are 
definitely .detrimental  to  health.  Not  only  are  these  unfortunate 
people  living  under  conditions  which  are  a  danger  to  themselves, 
but  they  are  also  a  potential  source  of  danger  to  the  community 
at  large  as  it  is  from  these  insanitary  dwelling's  that  infection 
may  spread  by  various  means  to  other  parts  of  the  town. 

A  recent  survey  of  housing  conditions  indicates 
that  there  are  356  dwellings,  at  present  housing  3064  persons. 


which  are  insanitary  and  should  be  demolished.  The  dis¬

Owing  to  the  lack  of  alternate  accommodation 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  take  drastic  action  to  condemn  many  of 
these  insanitary  dwellings.  As  action  can  only  be  taken  piece¬ 
meal,  powers  under  the  Slums  Act  have  not  been. used  but  powers 
under  the  borough  by-laws  have  bee.,  exercised  in  a  restrained, 
manner.  Fifteen  insanitary  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with  in 
this  way.  Of  these  9  were  condemned  and  demolished  under 
Public  Health  By-Law  19(b)  and  6  were  condemned  under  Public 
Health  By-Law  19(a),  4  of  these  were  subsequently  demolished 
voluntarily.  In  several  cases  this  action  was  only  taken 
after  the  dwellings  had  become  vacant. 

Plans  s  Ail  plans  of  new  buildings  are  submitted  to  this 
Department,  and  274  including  60  dwelling's  have  been  scrutinized. 
Of  these  were  approved,  93  referred  back  for  alterations  and 
subsequently  approved,  and  16  disapproved.

(2)  HOUSING  OF  NATIVES o  NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS 
OR  BARRACKS .  "  " 

The  Corporation  has  a  Native  village  situated 
just  off  the  Bishopstowe  Road  and  about  3  miles  from  the  centre 
of  the  town.  This  village  comprises  254  houses  and  various 
public  buildings  and  has  a  population  of  about  1,100.  It  is 
situated  on  a  good  slope  and  the  houses  are  well  constructed  of 
brick,  the  general  layout  is  good  and,  except  for  the  serious 
defect  that  there  is  no  sewage,  the  village  is  a  very  satisfactory 
scheme.  The  water  is  supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the 
Corporation  water  supply  and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system, 
removed  bi-weekly. 


There  are  also  three  Corporation  hostels  for 
single  Natives.  For  males  there  is  the  East  Street  hostel  with 
a  capacity  of  140  and  the  new  Ortman  Road  hostel  with  a  capacity 
of  107.  The  Women’s  Hostel  in  Church  Street  provides 

accommodation  for  160  single  women. 

The  East  Street  Hostel  and  the  Women's  Hostel 
are  sewered  but  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  is  outside  the  sewered 
area  and  has  the  pail  removal  system. 

The  village  and  hostels  are  all  under  the 
control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Department  and  3 
European  superintendents  are  employed. 

The  Natives  (Urban  Areas)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  Manager  of  the  Native  Administration  Department.  382 
temporary  licences  have  been  granted  to  house  unexempted  natives 
under  this  Act,  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at  the 
village  and  hostels.  These  licence  applications  are 

submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Department  and  licences  are  not 
granted  unless  the  premises  are  hygienic. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  Natives  in  the  town 
are  domestic  servants  living  in  quarters  provided  on  the  property 
of  their  employers,  these  quarters  are  the  subject  of  routine 
inspections  by  this  department  and  in  general  are  satisfactory. 

The  Ortman  Road  Hostel  has  been  established 
during  the  past  year.  The  buildings  are  of  brick  and  although 

they  are  old  they  have  been  thoroughly  renovated. 

Extensive  additions  have  been  planned  at  the 
East  Street  hostel  and  this  work  has  been  started.  The  Council 
has  also  decided  to  build  another  100  houses  at  the  Native  Village 

during  the  year  1937-1938. 

The  only  special  Indian  housing  is  the  two 
compounds  belonging  to  the  Corporation  and  housing  the  sewage  farm 
workers. . . ./

constructed  in  brick  and  house  respectively  32  and  27  Indian 
labourers  together  with  their  wives  and  families. 


( 3 )  REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS ,  AND  HOUSING  MATTERS 

OF  SPECIAL  IMPORTANCE  REQUIRING  ATTENTION . 


It  is  imperative  that  re^housing  schemes 
for  all  races  should  be  proceeded  with  at  an  early  date.  In 
regard  to  Europeans  sketch  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the 
building  of  150  houses  for  railway  workers  (  100  to  be  for  the 
artisan  type  and  50  for  labourers )?  and  these  plans  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Railway  Administration  for  approval*  When 
these  houses  are  ready  they  will  relieve  the  position  very  ^ 
considerably.  The  Indian  question  is  focussed  on  Gamp  Drift 9 
where  there  is  the  greatest  concentration  of  Indians  living 
under  insanitary  conditions.  The  City  Engineer’s  Department 
is  at  present  engaged  in  drawing  up  plans  for  a  sub-economic 
Indian  housing  scheme  in  this  area.  It  is  essential  that 

this  or  some  similar  scheme  should  be  put  in  hand  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  In  regard  to  Natives  a  large  proportion 
live  in  servants'  rooms  on  their  employers’  property  and  in  rooms 
licensed  temporarily  under  the  Natives  (Urban  Areas)  Act.  These 
premises  are  in  the  main  satisfactory  but  there  is  still  an  urgent 
demand  for  more  housing  at  the  Native  Village  and  also  for  single 
men  at  the  Native  Men's  Hostel.  The  Corporation  has  in  hand 
the  building  of  extensive  additions  to  the  Hen's  Hostel  and 
100  new  houses  are  to  be  built  at  the  Native  Village  during  the 
year  1937-1938 ,  while  a  further  100  are  contemplated  during-  the 
following  two  years.
